He added 
that an additional 300 
were expected before reg- 
istration deadline on Jan. 
31. 

While the expected enrollment 
is somewhat less than last semes- 
ter’s 4,686, Herron noted that 
the decrease follows the usual 
pattern. 

In contrast the dean of admis- 
sions explained that extended day 
classes traditionally gain in en- 
rollment while the day class en- 
rollment usually declines dur- 
ing the spring semester. 

Head librarian Arlene Moore 
commented that the new semes- 
ter has brought a slight lag in 
book circulation. Looking back to 
past semesters, Mrs. Moore re- 
called that book circulation 
doubled during semester’s break 
last year. 

Future enrollment increases 
are being anticipated by the 
library staff as it is now expect- 
ing delivery of additional furni- 
ture to increase study room. 

The decrease in overall enroll- 
ment figures has caused the clos- 
ure of 11 regularly scheduled 
classes.

‘Santa Ana’s new Municipal Bowl at 8th and Flower 
will be ready by Oct. 1, 1963, El Don learned in an ex- 


clusive interview today. 


Robert Hernandez, stadium architect, said today the 
estimated $800,000 structure will have 10,000 seats with 
5,000 on each side. Maximum seating capacity, with 


future expansion, is 17,000. 


Modern improvements over the old stadium include 
a special seating row for dignitaries, a locker room at the 
end of the field and a two-level press box. 

Hernandez said the structure will be made entirely 
of pre-cast concrete, 100 per cent fireproofed. There will 
be wooden seats on metal brackets, similar to Cerritos 


and Orange Coast Colleges. 


-He added there will be 28 rows with approximately 
82 seats to a row. Each 5,000-seat section will be divided 


by six stairways. 


Architect Hernandez said final renderings will not 
be ready until next.week but there are hardly any 
changes in the preliminary drawings. 

“We have set’a target date of Oct. 1, so it should be 
ready for the Dons’ first home game of the season.” 

Construction will begin May 1. Hernandez said he 
has omitted parking plans from preliminary drawings. 
“This problem will be left up to the city council and will 
probably be quite a controversy,’’ concluded the architect.

Revisions 
Committee 
Hits Snag 


Formation of a special 
student ~~ council committee 
to discuss possible revisions 
in the ASB Constitution 
was delayed this week to 
give the student govern- 
ment time to initiate newly 
elected council members. 


Resulting from a recent con- 
troversy, the committee will dis- 
cuss the various “loop holes” in 
the Constitution. Acting on a 
proposal from student Wayne 
Peterson, ASB president Gary 
Bridge said the committee would 
be formed at the start of the 
spring term. 


Recently Young Republican 
president John Hardy brought a 
proposed amendment before the 
council. Hardy’s amendment, if 
passed, would have prevented the 
council from holding closed meet- 
ings where business is transact- 
ed. The amendment was not 
brought to a vote. 


When appointed, the commit- 
tee will delve into many aspects 
of the ASB Constitution. Mem- 


bers selected for the committee 


and topics to be discussed will be 
announced.

Perhaps, however, a slight smile, a warm comfort 
found in a Frost poem is enough. And as Frost once 
wrote, “So down goes dawn to day; nothing gold can

SAC students have trav- 
elled the full circle. 

First, it was parking in- 
side the school and in 
Honer Plaza. Then jay- 
walking. Now students are 
confronted by:.another 
parking dilemma. 

This time it’s 17th St. 


‘that is posing the newest 


traffic hazard. Students are 
complaining -about the cars park- 
ed. near cqampus'.driveways en- 
dangering motorists pulling out 


' into a stream of traffic. 


“If we had our way, there 
would ‘be no parking at all along 
17th St.,”? says Arthur Cassen, 
assistant traffic engineer for 
Santa Ana. 

Traffic Flow . 

“Our major concern is not 
specifically with the parking 
problem of students, though. It 


is traffic flow. More than 30,000 ~ 


cars travel 17th St. daily and this 


increasing congestion has become : 


one of our toughest problems. 

“Recent surveys made by the 
city show 28,000 cars travel Bris- 
tol daily, with 29,000 on 17th 
St. This means nearly 57,000 
cars pass through the 17th and 
Bristol St. intersection daily.” 

Hazard Hours 

Cassen says all hours between 
7 a.m. and 7 p.m. are bad, with 
heavy traffic always coming 
from some direction: Especially 
hazardous times are’ 7 to 9 a.m. 
and 4 to 6 p.m. 

Congestion was eased recently 
at 17th and Bristol with the in- 
stallation of signal$ designed so 
that left-turn arrows in all direc- 
tions are provided. 

Cassen says this is only a be- 
ginning. 


OSC Plans 
Dumbo Day 


Look out’. . . Orange State 
College is scouting possible loca- 
tions this week for the second an- 
nual college elephant race. 

Bapu mahout Ben Wade, re- 
sponsible for the staging of last 
year’s successful Dumbo Derby, 
said a steering committee has 
been appointed to investigate off- 
campus sites. 

OSC dean of students Ernest 
Becker said the event could again 
be held May 10 on “The Day 
of the Titan” provided it was 
staged on an off-campus course 
and that there was suitable 
crowd control. He also. said 
enough acceptable sponsors must 
be found to help defray the costs. 

Receiving most attention, ex- 
plains Wade, is the Los Alamitos 
Race Track. Located 15 miles 
from the OSC campus, it has a 
seating capacity of 7,500 and a 
viewing space for 20,000 fans. 

Last year’s race was a “‘thund- 
ering” success. Santa Ana Col- 
lege’s entry received fame for its 
paper-mache like head and flan- 
nel-like hide. 

Two heroic students substitut- 
ed for the pachyderm at the last 
minute when it was learned that 
the real elephant had literally 
been swiped from beneath ma- 
hout Don Forney. 

Unseasonal snows and lack of 
sponsors stranded a similar pachy- 
derm fete in Michigan last fall. 

The OSC event attracted col- 
leges across the nation and re- 
ceived international headlines. 


“A much more sophisticated 
traffic system will be installed at 
that corner before September.

Man In 


Has A Friend!

Venus is keeping her date with 
the man in the moon early every 
morning at around 5 a.m. 


Hundreds of early birds re- 
ported to radio stations 
newspapers recently that a star 
and moon crescent were visible 
in the eastern sky a couple of 
hours, before sunrise. 


Monday’s conjunction was 
more noteworthy than other con- 
junctions because the “star” in- 
volved with the moon was the 
planet Venus, says Dr. Walter 
Brooks, SAC astronomy instruc- 
tor. 

Sister Planet 

Venus, sister planet of Earth, 
will continue as a morning star 
until August. The planet is at 
present about 10 times as bright 
as the brightest real star, Sirius.

Sirius, ordinarily the brightest 
star in the heavens, can current- RRefre 
ly be seen in the southern skies. 


Dr. Brooks went on to say, 
“There are two ‘evening stars’ 
visible at present. In the hour 
just after sunset, Jupiter is 
brightly noticeable in the west. 
About 7 p.m., Mars rises as a 
bright reddish ‘star’ in the south- 
east and is visible for the re- 
mainder of the night.”
